DR. CUSH'NG VISITS 
McGILL UNIVERSITY 



Informs Dr. Adami He Thinks 
Medical School the Finest on 
the Continent 



A prominent visitor to McGill Uni- 
versity yesterduy was Dr. Harvey 
Cashing, of Harvard Medical School, 
one of the most famous surgeoim on 
the continent. He came to Montreal 
to lecture before the Montreal Modlco 
Chirurgical Society. 

l)r. dishing is especially noted for 
his operations on the glnsserlan gang- 
lion of nerves. This Is one of the 
most delicate operations known, since 
It deals with the Interior of the skull. 

Until recently. Dr. Cushlng was a 
professor at Johns Hopkins. 

It Is interesting to note In connec- 
tion with his visit that Dr. Adami 
udiled to his remarks to the senior 
medical students yesterday this state- 
ment of Dr. Cushlng's: 

"With all my devotion to Johns 
Hopkins ami my loyalty to old Har- 
vard. I must say that I believe you 
have the rtnest medical school on the 
continent." 

Dr. Cushlng returned to Boston last

Ijasl night was "Jubilant night" at 
the Medical Society. ■ Everybody f«.\ 
good— everyone was optimistic— every- 
one felt that McGill Medical School 
was the finest ihlng of its kind. 

In the course of his remarks. Dr. 
Shepherd, speaker of the evening, drew 
on his wonderful experience to illus- 
trate his points, his assistant. Dr. 
Krcedmun, lauding the Dean and the 
General Hospital, Mr. Coulllard eulo- 
gizing the revered head of the Medical 
Department till the said "head" blush- 
ed with confusion. 

Dr. Shepherd who is a member of 
the American Derma tologlca! Society 
and Professor of Dermatology at Mc- 
Gill, spoke on "Skin Diseases," which 
he illustrated with scores 'of slides 
prepared from cases which he has 
treated during his long professional 
career. 

The speaker also made some very 
keen observations on human nature 
which have been forced upoi him by 
his contact with all sorts and condi- 
tions of people. 

"Humanity is such a curious mix- 
ture that a surgeon has to be a doubt- 
ing Thomas very often." 

A man without a sense of humor 
cannot Judge facts correctly. 

The speaker maintained that evi»n 
the most innocent appearing moles 
and pigmented areas of the sklTt should 
receive surgical consideration, for 
these same harmless looking affairs 
often develop Into serious affections. 

A very surprising trait in human na- 
ture was shown by the practice of 
self-lnriicting wounds In order to ob- 
tain treatment In the hospital or to 
excite sympathy. 

The professor spoke of his first ac- 
quaintance with Tuberclln — on anti- 
tuberculosis serum— which occurred 
some years ago when he was called 
very early one cold morning lo the 
hospital to administer the serum new- 
j ly arrived rrom the late Dr. Koch, 
through Johns Hopkins College. 

"I shan't forget that experience for 
we afterward found that we were try- 
ing lo cure a disease upon which Tu- 
berclln was not claimed to have ony 
effect." 

During the evening several members 
of the staff spoke. Dr. Krccdman 
praised the work of his chief. Dr. 
Shepherd, and also the excellent clin- 
ical facilities of the General Hospital. 

Dr. Thornton, supervisor of the Den- 
tal Department, stated that he was 
much interested In the rotations be- 
tween Medicine proper and Dentistry. 
He referred to the new Dental clinic 
nt the General Hospital, where lO.oOO 
casoH received treatment last year. Dr. 
Thornton invited the students to visit 
the clinic. , 

Tho Honorary President of the So- 
ciety, Dr. HIrkolt; Dr. McKay, ad- 
mitting officer of the Royal Victoria 
Hospital, and Mr. Wilkes, the newly- 
elected representative to Students' 
Council, spoke briefly. 

Preceding refreshments and the case 
report, a very enjoyable musical pro- 
gramme was given by Messrs. Lcnnle, 
d'Rpgan and fiallaghcr. 

This meeting will be the Inst for this 
term. The next will be held on Jan. 
9. when the ever popular Dr. Elder 
will address the Society on "Impres- 
sions of the International Congress of 
Medicine at London." 



Tho work of securing the foundations 
of the McOIll Union Building will not 
have to wait until next spring. It will 
bo started in a very few days, and 
the contract will lie awarded In a day 
or so. 

It is probable that the Foundation 
Company will be allowed to complete 
the work they have started. If they 
Hrc awarded the contract, pangs of ex- 
perts will bo put on tho work next 
Monday. 

The wall of the building must be 

propped fr.im underneath Both in- 
side and outside, therefore, plies In the 
form of steel tubing filled with con- 
crete will be sunk, and connected by 
steel needles on which the walls will 
partly rest. • 

Tho tube will be sunk to bed rock. 
They will not reach so high us the 
level of the floor of the Union, and 
will not be visible, either outside or 
Inside, after the work has been done. 

Eyes will be bored through the walls 
and tliro.tgll these Hie needles will 
pass. Each end will rest mi the lop 
of a pile, and so fastened that no slid- 
ing of the clay which formerly served 
as the foundation of the Union will 
affeel the firmness of the structure. 

The outside work, the earning on 
of which the present line weather fav- 
ors, will be started next week. It will 
be more difficult to sink the piers in 
the interior. Work will be started by 
December 'JO probably at the la lest, 
and it will be Commenced sooner If 
possible. 

The two piles to bo sunk under th 
kitchen will be completed by Decem- 
ber 20 and January 5. Thus when 
college reopens after the Chrislm 
holidays, the operations of the caterer 
in the dinlng-ro.-im need not be inter- 
fered witli. 

When the Christmas holidays are 
over, It Is expected that the great 
wooden props which disligure the out- 
side of the Union will have been re- 
moved.

The first view of a new play by 
Richard Walton Tully will be afford- 
ed to Montreal next week, whon "Omar 
the Tentmaker" will be presented at 
the Princess Theatre.

Cer- 
tainly the subject Is interesting enough 
because few men have had so wide 
a popularity as the Persian poet, who 
Is tho central figure of this play. Ills 
ltubayist is familiar in every civiliz- 
ed land. 

In fact, Omar Khayyam— that being 
lh<> Persian name for which our Eng- 
lish equivalent Is Omar, the Tentmak- 
er — Is so familiar that few playwrights, 
if they had thought of it at all, would 
have dared to build a play about a 
man who wus so widely loved. Hut 
Richard Walton Tully lias had the 
courage, and it may be said In ad- 
vance that Richard Walton Tully Is 
one of the very few men -of our pres- 
ent generation who should even at- 
tempt it. He nas already establish- 
ed a reputation on plays which have 
had a picturesque setting;, as well as 
real dramatic value, notably "The 
Bird of Paradise" and "The Rose of tho 
Ranche." The former was a genuine 
popular success here not so many 
months ago, 

Tn his new play, "Omar, the Tenmak- 
cr," Mr. Tully is said to have surpass- 
ed all his previous plays. That is say- 
ing a great deal, but we shall be very 
glad if it is true. Mr. Tully is a gradu- 
ate- of the University of California, 
class of 1901, and a member of Alpha 
Delta Phi.

In his support will be Lee Rak- 
er, who played the leading part in "The

Military Training Defended — Brilliant Speakers Uphold Future of 
University and the Country

The sophomores In medicine arrive 
' nt their anatomy lecture at nine o'clock

Some three hundred guests were 
present at the annual dinner of the 
Queen's Engineering Society. 

The decorations in the hall were 
elaborate and unique. A large wooden 
bridge, a masterpiece of engineering 
skill, crossed the platform from gal- 
lery to gallery, while on the stage the 
engineers' camp presented a scene of 
peaceful solitude. 

During the dinner the orchestra fur- 
nished sweet music, the halls resound- 
ed with college yells, nnd songs and 
merriment and good fellowship reigned 
supreme. 

After the repast the cigars were pas- 
sed and the speeches commenced. 

The King was toasted by Mr. A. E. 
McRac, and the National Anthem sung 
In response. 

Dr. Goodwin, B.Sc, D.Sc. eloquently 
■proposed "Our Country," tn which Col. 
Sam Hughes replied In a stirring spech 
sparkling with Impcrlallsm.nnd with \ 
optimism for the future of Canada. 

COD. HUGHE'S SPEECH. 

In opening, Col. Hughes paid a warm 
tribute to Principal Gordon, whose per- 
sonality was exercising such a mark- 
ed influence on the sttident body. 

Canada possessed, he continued, 
much to be admired from a natural 
standpoint, but if men were to be ad- 
mired In connection with these re- 
possession of this country, and the 
pioneers who opened It up for travel, 
should be showered with honors. If 
students, when they went out In the 
world, were determined not to let any- 
thing stand In tho way. then they 
would succeed. This quallly was pos- 
sessed by Sir John A. Mncdonald, Who| 
perceived that the Dominion would 
be spanned by steel girders nnd then 
set niiîïtut to accomplish It. 

Col. Hughes In a clear manner em- 
phasized the benefits of miliary train- 
ing on the youth of the country, nnd 
died examples, such as Waterloo, 
where boys hud fought bravely nnd 
well. 

In order to have compétent officers, 
men who knew how to act on all oc- 
casions, training schools were being 
established in the universities nnd It 
was hoped that before two yeurs had 
passed that a school of this nature 
would be connected with every univer- 
sity in the Dominion. 

McGill had nlreudy purchaseda site 
for n drill hall, and yesterday Col. 
Hughes had seen the site which 
Queen's was to offer the government 
for the erection of a like building. 

If war were never to bo declared. 
Col. Hughes contended that he would 
he Justified In erecting drill halls, for 
the development of the manhood of 
the young men. 

W. I'. NICKDE, M.U. 

In an eloquent address. W. P, Nlckle, 
K.C., M.P.. proposed the toast to "The 
University." and s|>oke of Hie struggle 
that had taken placé during the time 
of the change In the constitution of the 
University. He emphasised the fact 
that the Faculty of Sclenco wns yet 



separated from the University in the 
matter of government, and that it was 
as governor of the School of Mining 
that he yas speaking. 

Mr. Nlckle warned the students to 
cherish the privileges which had been 
gained only by long and strenuous 
labor, and exhorted them not to abuse 
these privileges lest they be curtailed. 
He also pointed out the opportunities 
awaiting the trained men In the public 
life of Canada to-day. 

Principal Gordon, in response, de- 
livered a masterly address. In which 
he reiterated the .statements of the 
Minister of Militia, concerning mili- 
tary training, showed the necessity 
of being prepared, and appealed to 
the patriotism of his audience to at 
nil times be ready to defend their 
flag. 

OTHER TOASTS. 

The toast to "Our Guests'* was pro- 
posed by Prof. A. I* Clark, B.Sc, Ph.D.. 
and responded to by prof. Morlson, 
M.A. and Mr. James White, deputy 
chairman of the commission of Conser- 
vation, Ottawa. 

"The Profession" was proposed by 
Prof. S. F. Klrkpatriek. M.Se., and 
responded to by Mr. II. W. Brock, M.A., 
director of the Geological Survey, Ot- 
tawa. 

The toast to "Sister Institutions" 
was offered by H. S. Baker, B.A.. and 
answered by representatives from 
•Varsity. McGill. and R.M.C. 

Mr. R. II. Hcplnslall announced dur. 
Ing the evening Hint the final year 
Intended giving souvenir rings to all 
the students prosent. Ho requested 
the students to stand up nnd receive 
their presents, un<l When they did so 
-some one In the rear of the hall rang 
a bell several times. These were the

LUMBER PRODUCTION 



The total cut of lumber in Canada 
in 1912 was 4,389,723,0000 feet, board 
measure, valued at (69,475,784, which 
production represents a decrease of ten 
per cent, from that of 1911. There was 
a greater or less decrease In each pro- 
vince exerpt Saskatchewan, where dur- 
ing 1912 the cut Increased by 16 per 
cent., 99 per cent, of the lumber thero 
produced being spruce. Ontario still 
leads the provinces in lumber produc- 
tion, cutting 31.6 per cent, of the total: 
Hritish Columbia makes n close sec- 
ond, nnd, ns its percentage production 
is increasing, while that of Ontario l.i 
fulling off, the position of these two 
provinces may possibly be reversed In 
the report for 1913. 

Twenty-eight different kinds of wood 
were reported ns being sawn into lum- 
ber In 1912. the leading species being 
spruce, white pine, Douglas tlr and 
hemlock. The cut of these species Ii 
increasing every year, with the excep- 
tion of white pine, which has remain- 
ed practically stationary since 1909 nnd 
which, from present Indications, wilt 
soon take third or even fourth place. 

There were also rut In Canada dur- 
ing this period 1,671343,000 shingles 
valued at $3,175,319; 899,016,000 lath, 
valued at J2.< 1 6t,6;2, and 63.906 tons of 
square timber valued nt $1,826,154, The 
Increase of 89.9 per rent, in the cut of 
square timber Is noteworthy, for this 
is the first Increase since 1877. 

Detailed statistics regarding the pro- 
duction of lumber, lath, square timber 
and shingles fnr 1912 can be obtained 
from tho Director of forestry. Ottawa.

the Dominion emigration officials has 
been supremely satisfactory— to the 
Dominion. As a result, the sons and 
daughters of industry In every civil- 
ized nation have turned their faces to- 
wards Canada, and millions are lift- 
ing their feet in that direction. Each 
province has also sent its quota of 
emigration delegates to the United 
Kingdom, and these have fervently 
presented the openings and attrac- 
tions peculiar to their several locali- 
ties. In many cases the delegates 
have been men born in the old Coun- 
try, who, like Jacob, migrated with 
only a staff, but returned rich in pos- 
sessions, flocks and herds. Tons of 
letters from relatives and friends be- 
yond the sea, who have already made, 
good, are reporting that "the* hait* 
has not been told." The question with 
thousands |n the British Isles has | 
been: "What part of Canada .shall l| 
go to ?" The movement was so tre- 
mendous during February, March, 
and .May last, that the Canadian 
steamers could not carry the second 
and third class passengers. Many- 
were compelled to go by the United 
States' routes. 

It is not to be wondered at if, out 
of all tills host of new arrivals, some 
of the most prosperous or best ad- 
vertised points should have received 
a hundred or a thousand morn than 
there was immediate demand for. 
Where sue'a has been the case tho 
consequent reports of failure to ob- 
tain work have created a very un- 
favorable ImprcsMon. This Is a lo- 
cal quantitative difficulty, 

The towns in Canada have grown at 
the expense of agricultural develop- 
ment, a mistake not easy to control, 
tirent fortunes have been made be- 
cause of amazing municipal growth, 
and this hns developed an abnormal 
condition. Towns have been plotted, 
great suburban tracts have been sur- 
veyed and sold as building lots, farm 
lands have been sold In small sub- 
divisions, until the booming of this 
class of property became recklessly 
absurd. It is to be feared that thou- 
sands of pounds have been burled 
where it will bring an unsatisfactory 
return, while golden opportunities lie 
The Western bankers did 
Canada a great service when they sa- 
gaciously discountenanced this "wild 
cat" speculation by calling a halt: 
but the halt has interfered also with 
legitimate building, and has seriously 
affected the artlzans. This Is a dif- 
ficulty imposed by a policy of cau- 
tion. 

In view of the soundness of Canada's 
municipal Interests, her industrial ac- 
tivities and agricultural progress, it 
was expected that money from Eng- 
land would flow as freely as usual. 
Perhaps the Balkan situation accounts 
for the disappointment. In part, at 
any rate, this may be accounted a dif- 
ficulty of international contusion. 

The flood tide of immigration, the 
wise action of her financiers and the 
limited supply of British capital, oc- 
curring simultanoeusly, account for the 
financial pause, and surely were 
enough lo stagger a young colntry on- 
ly In the making. This interruption 
will be very brief as far as Canada's 
sane activities and general prosperity 
are concerned, and should be of value 
to the stupidly credulous who have al- 
lowed themselves to be persuaded that 
it is possible to build a second Lon- 
don in a few years, or that Winnipeg* 
are going to spring up all along the 
railroads. 

Canada's outlook is bright. Instead 
of one, she will soon Uave finished 
three main lines of her great trans- 
Northern has 3,000 men employed be- 
tween Toronto and Ottawa, the Clrand 
Trunk Pacific has 'J0.000 men working 
between Winnipeg and the Pacific 
Coast. Theaf arteries of commerce 
will t In-ill the Dominion's activities 
Into lively circulation when opera- 
ting. The latest bank reports show 
high-water mark, reaching new re- 
cords. It has ben a great year for 
Canada's fisheries. The crops of the 
Dominion are magnificent, being early, 
heavy and of extra quality. They arc 
estimated to be worth between two 
and three hundred million dollars. A1-, 
ready British concerns arc contracting 
for WO grain. The new United States 
tariff opens a market at Canada's 
door. Ten thousand more men will 
be needed to care for the crops.

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TRAINING 

i Principal Gordon, of Queens, who urged military training at 
Hie Science Undergraduates' dinner there last Wednesday is an 
kpostle of peace. He is a member of the Canadian Peace and Ar- 
bitration Society. His argument for preparation for war is, there- 
fore, interesting. 

He says he hopes and prays for the time when men shall beat 
their swords into ploughshares, but adds "at the same time I believe 
that the maintenance of law and good government are essential to the 
incoming of universal peace, and that in order to maintain these a 
people must be prepared to defend themselves." 

He continues that he is not worthy to have a share, as a voter, 
tn the goverment of a country if he is not prepared to defend it and 
adds that he was alike surprised and pleased when "many of the 
Bulgarians who were navvies in our railways and Greeks who were 
•hoeblacks in Toronto, left their situations, passed their cheques, 
packed their grips, and started for home to fight for their native 
land." 

He alludes to the fact that at the time of the Ricl rebellion 
Over 3,000 troops were gathered on the prairies, from all provinces, 
within a few weeks of the first rising; the Indians were suppressed 
in two months, the troops on the home stretch in three months; and 
the progress of the country was not retarded by insurrection. 

He says he is against compulsory service, but pleads earnestly 
For universal service — "Universal by voluntary adoption, and em- 
bracing all the young men of our country." 

And so he concludes: "I am therefore in favor of the promo- 
tion of such service among our university men because in them I see 
those who will do more than others to mould the public opinion of 
the country, and who. therefore may have especial influence in fos- 
tering true patriotism." 

His argument is worth considering in view of the fact that the 
question of establishing a military course in McGill University is be- 
ing seriously considered by the authorities, and undergraduate body.
